others, all members of 
tbe advisory 


committee, with organizing, preparing 
and levying war against the common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, defying and ro- 
iisting the constitution, laws and au- 
thority. 


The petitions on which Chief Justice 


Paxfion leaned the warrant, were made 
by rounty officers.

Jobn Sherman epoke at North Fair field, 
Huron county, today. It was hie open- 
ing speech in the campaign, and he went 
into tho Fourteenth congressional dis- 
trict where a bitter fight with Congress- 
man Harter, Democrat, is on one side 
and E. A. Johnson, Republican, on the 
other. 
A bout yoOO persona were at the 


meeting. 


Senator Sherman reviewed the ma- 


terial progressof tlie United States under 
a protective tnriff since 1801, claiming 
that all the prosperity was due to the 
Republican 
policy. He 
said: "We 


Bland by HIIH policy. We maintain and 
defend it. H is conetitutk nal and right, 
is benoiiciul to all claeeea of our people, 
and IB "one the bust .results of Republi- 
:an nolicy." 


"Modern Democracy," the eoiiafor 


laid, "hue thrown oil' all disguises t>nd 
declared 
openly for a doctrine pro- 


claimed in the Confederate constitution 
md first announced by Oalhouu." Sher- 
man aaid he noticed that Senator Hill in- 
sisted iu a recout speech that tho Dem- 
ocratic party still elands on the old doc- 
trine 
of a tariff 
for revenue with 


incidental protection. 
Senator Hill'a 


poaition, hu eaid, is not tenable, for the 
reason that the Democratic convention 
not only rejected the incidental protec- 
tion idea, but substituted for it the pro- 
vision of tho Confederate constitution. 


The senator quoted from the report of 


Labor Commissioner Peck of Now York, 
and divult upcm tho decreased price of 
sugar, the enlargement of foreign trade, 
etc. 
Ho said that while the Democratic 


and Republican parties occupied about 
the same poaition ia their platforms on 
tbe silver question, it must not be for- 
gotten that a majority of Democrats in 
both house and senate frequently voted 
last winter for the free coinage of silver. 
Ha said the ru^ult of fret coinage would 
hu disastrous to all industries, and espe- 
cially severe upon the laborer and the 
poor.

shot his wife and cut bis child's throat 
at Caatella this morning. 


When Smith and his family arrived at 


Custulla laet night they cauipud in a tent 
in the brush. During the night a num- 
ber of fibotfl were hoard. At daylight 
Smith brought a bundle and laid it on a 


eh in front of a store. The etoro- 


keeper laid back the wrappings mid 
found the mutilated form of a little girl, 
ono side o[ the body having been blown 
and torn away by shooting and the 
throat waa cut, nearly aiwnring tlie head 
from the body. 


Smith walked about in a dazed condi- 


tion and soon his wife staggered into the 
store, her lelt arm and shoulder being 
shot away. 
She said (die gave Smith 


two revolvers and a ehotgitn and they 
agreed for him to kill tlie child first, 
then hor and himself. Smith fired a 
shot at himself, but tho bullet only 
graced hia liead. 


Dr. Troeloon, who baa just arrived 


from tho scene, says that Mrs. Smith 
will die. Smith, he says, is playing 
crazy.

muirntti o'clock this evening about fif- 
teen men liourdud it with n ropM nn<1 
everything ready for quick work, and as 
soon as *.he train slackened speed at Caa- 
tella they jumped olT and ruahed up to 
where the deputy sheriff of Shasta 
county stood with a guard and Smith 
were ready to hoard the train to tuke 
tho prisoner to Redding.

Juke Myer called the meeting to order 


and introduced Dr. A. J. Pedlar as chair- 
man of the meeting. 


Dr. Pedlar said it wafl right that citi- 


i!enH should give eome time from their 
business to attend to tho affairs of the 
government. What WBE to be presented 
;onight will bo from the standpoint of 
the Republican party.

If a man in 
Europe could read the salary list of the 
odidalB ol Fresno county ho would be- 
lieve that Fresno was the great county of 
America and that all tho others were 
one-horee precincts, 


All tho counties of On! Horn la have 


boards of supervisors, hut in Fresno they 
have changed the name of the board of 
supervisors to the board of supervised.
